Bobert Waddell, tbe Lero of fonr recent tnrf 
Tictoricf, three of thiin great. flnall; went down 
in dtfeat at Y asLinglon Park yeaterday in the 
Great Wettein Eendicap, The brave gelding 
wae right there for a mile and a quarter, bat 
tbe cinebicg impeet began to tell down the long 
stretch rnn and be gave it up long before the 
last eighth Lad been reached, being an eased 
sixth at tbe finieb. Robert litaddell acted at 
tbe post as if be wae tired of all racing things' 
Tbe race V as ci:e of the best ever run at the 
South Eide ccerse and far entrhenethe Derby 
from a epectacular point of view. The contest 
was a striking struggle clear op the to last 
eighth pole, where Advance Guard, the slash* 
ing sontf Great Tt m, showed his superiority. 
After a delsy of ten minutes at the post tbe field 
of ten was sent aw ey to a good start with Ve- 
snvian darting to tbe front closely fo'lowedby 
Star Chamber and Terminus, and Bobert Wad- 
deli fifth. Pasting the stand for tbe first time 
tbe Dei by w liner of 1600, Eidnsy Lucas, led by 
a neck from Vesuvian with Robert Waddell, 
rnneing well within himself, third a neck be- 
fore Brntal. Vesuvian went to the front going 
down tbe backstretcb with Six Shooter moving 
into tbe position a neck before Advance Guard. 
It w as as yet anybody’s race, fonr of the field 
curving into the last quarter necks apart. It 
looked for a moment as if Terminus would win 
but moving toward the last furloug Woods 
brought Advance Guard up with a whirl and 
getting cl( ar of his field at tbe last sixteenth 
won easily by two lengths, while Terminus out 
gamed Btar Chamber three quarters of a length 
for the place. Vesuvian was a poor fourth five 
lengths back of the Dnnne colt, while Robert 
W addsll finished sixth almost fourteen lengths 
bebii d the winner. 

TLs next feature of tbe grand day’s sport was 
tbe Quickstep Stakes, a dash of four furlongs, 
in which E( me lightning fast youngsters were 
entered. The race was taken by that almost 
invincible Banover colt of Geoige C. Bennett’s 
stable, Abe Frank, who easily displayed his 
enperiority after three-eighths had been rnn. He 
and Lis stable compenicn Ed Austin showed the 
way np to tbe last cigbtb, where Jack Rattlin 
joined them for a mcment, bnt the pace wae too 
much for tbe lastnimed and be began to falter. 
Along in bereWoeds breught ( barles W. SJeyer 
np with a dash, tut Abe Frank had ebaken off 
his stable companion ai d assumed an easy com- 
mand wi.icb be held to tbe end, winning by a 
length and a half, while Charlea W. Meyer 
nipped Ed Austin on tbe line for tbe place. 
Jack Battlin’e race was an impressive one and 
showed him to be a colt of claes. Memnon, al- 
though entinn all tbe wey, was always close np 
and bis race all told, was a good one. The same 
may be said of Bister Jeanie. 

Vnlcain fairly remped borne in the fifth race, 
a desb of one mile. Audrisa led on sufferance 
for the first six furlongs. Then Bnllman gave 
tbe Bildretb colt bis bead and the race was 
over. He simply cantered borne three lengths 
in frent of Crocket who came fast in tbe last 
fifty yards and nipped Audrisa a head for the 
place. Duelist was right there for seven fur- 
longs and then began to tire. He should be 
benefited by tbe rnn. 

The opening race of the day— a five-fnrlong 
scramble for two-year-olds— was taken by Boss- 
fame, who came from nowbara in tbe last eighth 
and, passing tbe faint-hearted I. Bamelson, won 
driving by a half length from MeChesney, who 
also es me from far back with a determined 
nub,* and would have won in a few more 
jumps. 1. Bamelson was third. 

The laet race of the day went to that eonaiat- 
ant gelding Federal, who took the lead from 



flag drop and the race was never in doubt after- 
ward. Be won by one length from the fast 
closiog Hard Knot, who beat Fantssy two for 
the place. Ban Andres showed well for seven 
furlongs and then retired. He was a wild horse 
at tbe poet. 

A crowd of 30,000 persrns wae on band and it 
hogely enjoyed a fine afternoon’s sport.

Ten additional stakes, to be run during the 
Bummer and Fall meetings at HarKm are an- 
nounced today by Secretary Nathauaou. These 
events are supplemental to the rich fixtures 
that clc Bed last February, c nly three of which 
were rnn during the June meeting on acconnt 
of the closing of tbe track by injunction. Of 
tba original list nine stakes remain to be 
decided, making a total of nineteen of these 
important races to be presented during Angust, 
September and October. The ten new stakes 
will close for nominations Thursday, July 18, 
and are designed mainly for sueb horses of good 
claes as have been developed since last winter 
and have not been engaged in tbe stakes that 
closed early. There are a large nnmber of per- 
formers of that kind whose owners will welcome 
this opportnnity of p'acing their horses in line 
for earning increased values. These stakes will 
also attract ail other horses of good quality, 
and while not so valnable in added money and 
fees as tbe events already closed, are certain to 
result in contests of great importance from tbe 
fact that only racers of stake class and those 
really ready for the word will be nominated. 

Secretary Natbanson hasdrawn theconditions 
with a view to dovetailing the new events into 
tbe list of stakes left over from the spring and 
thus providing valnable prizes for horses of all 
classes and ages. Two of tbe ten new stakes 
are for steeplechasers. 

The nine stakes already closed and listed for 
decision are the Yonugster, Proviso and Junior 
for two year-olds, the Riverside for three-year- 
olds, and the Twentieth Centnry, Harlem, Chi- 
cago, Austin and Garden City for three-year- 
olds and npward. These stakes have from 
11,500 to $5,000 added to each and are among 
tbe most valnable fixtures in the country. 

Tbe entry lis>8 published early in the spring 
give ample assurance that plenty of rare sport 
may be expected. Tbe nineteen stakes yet to 
be run at Harlem have over |80,C00 in added 
money, aid with entrance and starting fees 
will be worth more than $50,000 to tbe winners. 

Entry blanks for the new stakes will be ready 
for distribution Tnesday,

tary Clark announces the conditions of ten 
stakes for the meetiigs to take place at Haw- 
thorne daring tbe snmmer and autumn. Taken 
in connection with a similar number offered by 
Harlem this makes a total of twenty new stakee 
with which the small army of owners now loca- 
ted iu Chicago mast deal between now and July 
18, a date close enough at hand to suggest 
expeditions aciion in tbe lino 1 f making en- 
tries. Tbt*se stakes are to supplement the list 
of valnable events which oRseo earlier in tba 
year. In this list of left over stakes are such 
attractions as the Northern Stakes witu $5,100 
added ; tbe Monadn ck, with $4,000 aaded ; tbe 
Saperior, with $2,500 added, and four other 
stakes with fiom $1,500 to 52,000 adued. 
As Harlem has an eqnivdleut list it 
is apparent that tba Cbicego racing 
field will tffer rich picking for good 
race horses limg after tbe present grand meet- 
ing at Washington Park has passed into tnrf 
history. The list now eff-red is cummeuded to 
tbe attention 1 f western tnifmen with tbe sng- 
gestiun that liberal entries are deservedly in 
order. It will be found when tbs conditiobs of 
these stakes are studied that they provide care- 
fully for all eiacsea and agea of horses now 
gathered about tbe local traeke.
